Inflammatory Sore THROAT, &c. 

APufrid Fever, attended with a putrid 
fore Throat, having raged a great 
deal in this Part of the Country for 
fome Years laft paft, and fome of thofe af* 
flidted therewith appearing to me to be treated 
in a different Manner from what is found by- 
Experience to be right ; I therefore determined 
to prefent the Publick with my Obfervations 
thereon : the more fo, as this is a Diforder 
much oftener attendant on the Poor than on the 
Rich, fo that very few of thofe afHifted with 
it are attended by a Phyfician, in Comparifon 
with thofe who fall to the Share of the Apo- 
thecary. And though Dr. Huxham and Dr. 
Fotbergill have treated fo fully on the malignant 
or gangrenous ^Sort Thxodity as ,to makff fome

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Perfons imagine little more can be faid upon 
the Subjefl: ; yet, on confidering what has 
hitherto been wrote by thofe two defervedly 
approved Writers, as well as what has been 
obferved by others on thefe Diforders, there 
appeared to-me^foiiiething yet wanting, whereby 
to diftinguilh each of the three fore Throats 
(for my Experience direds me to a threefold 
Diftin<^ionr) from the other j more, particularly 
the gangrenous fore Throat frofn that which 
attends putrid Fevers, and therefore may moft 
jufHy he called the putrid fore Throat. /, 

If this has been the Caf6, many muA h^vc 
died for Want of a proper Knowledge of tBc 
Diagnofticks to diftingnifh one from the other ? 
And from that Want, by giving Medicines of 
an oppofite Nature to fuch -as are found to be 
the only ones that give Affifiance had the Dif- 
ordcr been properly diftinguiflied. 

Now, therefore, could the Diagnofticks be 
pointed out with that Precifion as not to be 
miftaken therein, I think, it cannot be doubted 
but that it would be the Means of preferving 
the Lives of many j for there are few Difor-* 
dcrs attending the Human Frame wherein the 
Symptoms are fo nearly alike, and require fo 
ttiuch Judgment and Experience to diftinguifh 

between 
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between thcm^ as chefe Difordera do ; atidyee 
at th« fame TimtBj if yoa fail thtrein ydu ftot 
ot^ly ^ii of gii^ng your Patient the defired Re« 
Kef, but, bytbismoft fatal: Miflaike, you alfj 
ufe the snbft likely Method to^ aggravate fa^ 
Diftemper, and even to; deflroy faim:* 

From what has been obiervedy tha chief 
Things tO' be deiired is proper Diagnoittcks^ 
whdreby to diftinguifh thefe ti>ree. fore Throats 
from eatfa other, viz. the Injtammatory^ the 
GangreMus^ and the PutriJj a^s each requires 
not only a^difFerent^ but a contrary. Treatment 
from the other* 

As. an foflamaiation preceeds ail the three 
Sorts, I (hall therefore begia with that of the 
inflammatory Kind. 

^ Tlie Perfon afflided with an inflammatory 
fore Throat, or what is often called a Quinfey, 
is mod often attacked when infliafomiatory Dif<* 
orders prevail 5 is generally of a robuft Coo- 
ftitution with a thick and fizy Blood, having 
all the Symptoms of an inflamnutOtry Fever ; 
as a ftrong, quick, and full Pulfe, high-co-p 
loured and crude Urine, great Pain particularly 
in the Part affected j the Tonfils, &c. appear to 
be greatly inflamed, tenfc^and fmooth -, which 
Inflammation continually incr^ofitb tfjrougbout 
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the whole Diforder^ and the Swelling thereof 
fometimes endangers Suffocation j the Largenefs 
and Tenfenefs of it preffing on the Wind-pipe 
fo much, and in fuch a Manner, as to prevent 
the Air from having a Paflage into the Lungs* 

Now the proper Method of treating this 
fore Throat, being fo well known and fo 
clearly pointed out by Phyfical Writers, I 
fhall only obfcrvc that the very Method to be 
ufed in this Diforder, is the fame with others 
of the inflammatory Kind ; as Evacuations of 
all Sorts with cooling, emollient, opening, and 
diluting Medicines. 

Having given a fhort Defcription of the 
inflammatory fore Throat, I fhall now proceed 
to the gangrenous one.* 

This Diforder feems at firft to be local, or 
that the Tonfils, &c. are the principal Parts 
afFedted ; and that all the other dreadful Symp-- 
toms, which follow, derive their Source from 
that Place^ in the fame Manner as a Mortifi- 
cation, which follows on a compound Fradture 

• This is the Diforder for which Dr. Fotbergill and Dr. 
Huxham have not only given the Diagnoilicks, together with 
the Method of Cure, but have alio been at the Trouble to col- 
le£l the Obfervations of moft Perfons of Eminence before theniy 
who have taken Notice of it ; for which they have received 
the Approbation of all Phyiicians. 

Qf 
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of the Leg, or any other Accident ; for in this 
we often fee an Emphyfematous Tumor reach 
as far as the Abdomen, fome-Time before 
any Mortification can be perceived, in or near 
the fradured Part""; and Experience has long 
convinced us that, if we attempt to take off 
the Limb after this gangrenous Swelling is 
once begun, a Mortification and Death enfuesj 
nay I have oftett obferved that when a Morti- 
fication comes on from internal Caufes, which 
has afFeded the Toes, but by proper Treat- 
ment has been flopped, and perhaps the mor- 
tified Toe feparated from the found Part, fo 
far as to require little more than to cut through 
the rotten Tendbns, to take it away ; yet on 
performing this little Operation, the Mortifi- 
cation has again come on.*

Hence we may obfervc that any Thing 
which increafes the Inflammation of thefc 
Parts, will be a Means of bringing on a Mor- 
tification the fooher. 

*. This ihews us that the Circulation of the Blood in the a& 
fe6led Part is fo very weak» that any Thing, which occafioni 
the leaft Obflrudion in the Vefiels^ haftens the Mortification ; 
nay if it is already flopped will often bring it on afrefti. 

This muft be the Cafe of Scarifications, or any Violence, 

iifed on the aHeded Parts ; for by thefe Operations, Obftrudi- 

cns in the fmall VefTels muH be occafioned : which, if Nature 

is not ftrong enough to throw oiF by Digeflion, muft occafion «

Hence Surgeons naay obfcrvc. that no Vio- 
lence muft be u^d to ijbe gangrenous Part; 
iwtil the MottificatioG is flopped ;.and not then 
till a thorough Separation of the dead Parts is 
made from the found : But yet, being called 
in to a Cafe of this Kind, he itiufl: not be an 
idle Spedator, but, by the moft proper Meahsi, 
endeaiK)ur t(](«ffiftTfiis Patient. ^ 

In the firft Place, by outward Applications^ 
to invigorate the Part a&d^d; by giving a 
^eatbeto .(!he putrid M attier ; and alfo to ufe 
the tnofi: proper Methods, in affifting Nature 
to feparate .tl)e dead Parts ftom the Ibund. 

Secondly, by internal, hy^ cordial, and 
slexipbairniac Medicines, to keep cUp a propel 
Force or JSx/ljifj^ within j and <by that Means 
not only prevent this putrid Matter jfroi» aver-^ 
comi/tg and th^deftroying the Glials, rbut alfo 
to adiniate and intp^igorate't^ Blood, that it 
may be able to force eff the pi«ri^ Virus^ by 
the Eords of the Sfcki, by Uri'ilel &k:. 

:Ia Lthe gjdngrenms fore- Thfdat, the Uvula\ 

fr(2»;5&, &c.*e:thc Parts firfl aflfe<^d ; for^ on 

the firft Complaint;, w& find thefe Parts fwelled; 

ptfffed up, and 'JnHained, (though at the faihe

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Time they have a flabby Appearance) foon 
after turning of a ciniritious or livid Colour^ 
while iht Patient otherwife feems in good 
Health ; (the Pulfe, Urine, icc^ being little 
different from thofe of a iound Perfon) and all 
the Train of dreadful Symptoms following in 
much the fame Manner, as they do, when a 
Mortification fucceeds on a hurt or fradhired 
Limb. 

From hence the fame Method, which has 
been found to be mofl ufeful in Mortifications 
X)f this Kind, will alfo give the greatefl Relief 
in this mofl terrible, and often fatal, Difbrder ; 
but as we find only few Patients recover, when 
once a Mortification is come on, (whether the 
Mortification proceeds from an internal or ex- 
ternal Caufe i) fo we muft expe£t to lofe many 
of our Patients, though treated with the greateft 
Skill and Care. 

Now, as thefe two Diforders feem fo near 
allied, viz. the Mortification from a hurt Limb^ 
and the Mortification in the gangrenous fore 
Throat ; {Oy I think, the mofl rational Method 
will be to treat them both in the fame Manner. 

Therefore as, this formidable Diforder, the 
gangrenous fore Throat, happens but feldom, 
and 'tis but of very late Years fince any jufl 

Obfervations 
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Obfervations luive been made thereon; and 
the Ad^nagement of the other feems to be 
well underftood by the frequent Obfervations 
and long Experience of the Cafe j fo, I think^: 
the Manner of Treatment will not be diffi- 
cult } though perhaps, even by this very Me- 
thody we muft expe£t to lofe a great many of 
our Patients, who are attacked with the greate ft 
Violence. 

Now the beft Methods ufed, in order to flop 
the Mortification on a gangrenous Limb, are 
found to be warm> aromatick, Fomentations ; 
adtive Digeftives, as jrellow Bafilicon mixed 
with Oil of Turpentine, &c. on the mortified 
Part ; in order by its great Activity, to fepa*- 
rate the dead Parts from the found ; and then 
covering up the gangrenous Limb with warm 
antifeptic Cataplafms, as London or Fem'ce 
Treacle. 

While we are thus taking Care of the af- 
fected Part, we muft by no Means neglcd in- 
ternal Medicines ; for fometimes we have a 
Turn, givep to the Conftitution, by Nature, 
which could not be hoped for from Art ; this 
teaches us that as great, if not the greatefl Re- 
lief; may be expet^ed from internal Medicines. 
.Therefore if we can give fuch as will have a

fo as to prevent the putrid Juita from fwdng 
themfelves farther into the Human Frame ; we 
then keep this iboft terrible Diforder. at a Dif-; 
tance, and come dfF with the Lofs of the Qior-> 
tified Parts only* / ; 

Now the uiternal Medicines^ which Eipe-/ 
rience has found to be moil effectual ia . the 
Mortification of a Limb, are Bark Medidnes, 
joined with the ftrongeft Cordials^ zs Puht: 
cpntray. s. & comp. Conf. Rakigb^ Miibridy 
Conf. Card j Yhr. Androm^ Croc^ R. Serpent y 
Firg, &c. Which ate the fame as the Dbdoir^ 
Fcthergill and Httxbam havfe nxommended, 
and all Experience hath fooiid to be moil 
beneficial in th^\gangrenfms{<xbThxo9iU 

Hence we ma^ obferye, .that the outward 
Applications in the gangrenous fore Throat 
mud be warm aromatick .Fomentations and 
Fumigations ; to which Fumigations mi^ be 
added fome a&ive Balikmick;, as Fnankincienfe, 
Olibanum, Mirrh, &c. Ga^gatifans compo^uitded 
of the fame Ingredients!, wlikin the Pktidnt 
fliould often ufe warm, to cleanie the Mouth 
and Parts aSe^ed ^ to preveitt, as much as pbft 
fible, any of the milignant Virus from entering 

the 
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thd: Stomach; ' but then thefe G&rgarifmt 
fliould only beufed.as Gargles to wa(h the 
Months and not be thrown in forcibly with 
i Syringe, in order ta fujh off the Slmgbs he^ 
fort Nature does that Office herfelf. 

The outfidc of the Throat (hquld be co- 
vered with ^ tWpkcjCataplafm of Venice oi 
Lpndm Xreack^ the. ;f rft I ihould prefer j at 
thft fame.Time^ uukiftf the Patj?nt take, every 
four. or ^ve ^ours; a proper Qiiantity of Bark^ 
to invigorate^ Joined wkh the higheft Cordials 
and Alexiphoriziacs to animate the Blood and 

keep wp the Patfwfc. ;

Aot from Experience) the Abfurdlty of this 
Method} for, notwithftandiog thefe Didates 
are not fo certain as the Inftind of Animals, 
yet^ if they are properly attended to, they will 
be of greater Confequence, than they are often 
thought to be. 

Indeed, moft of the Efforts of Nature are 
generally the Method (be makes ufe of to 
throw off fomething that is offcnfive to the 
Conftitution ; and by that Means diiburthening 
herfelf of an uneafy Load, and making her 
Operations go on aright ; as the Gout^ Fevers 
of all Kinds, &c. And moft commonly the 
Methods 0ie therein points ont, are the proper 
ones for fetting herfelf aright $ as, for Inftance, 
when a Fever comes on, the general Atten- 
dants are a Loathing of Food, Thirft, Indo- 
lence, &c. therefore the general Methods fhe 
points out to relieve herfelf are Reft, Abfti- 
nence, with Plenty of fome thin diluting Li* 
quor ; and every Perfon of Obfervation and 
Experience will find, that indulging her in 
thofe Methods will anfwer the End towards 
a Cure. 

Hence the Abfurdity of that PraAice may 
be obferved, that becauft the Stomach and di- 
geftive Faculties loathe Animal Food, and can- 
not 
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not be made to take it under a folid Form ; 
they muft be cheated into the Ufe of the 
ftrongeft and moft nourifliing Parts of it, in 
the Form of a thin diluting Liquor^ as Jellies, 
ilrong Broths, Beef Tea, &c. 

Hence I obferve, that the bare mentioning 
of this Pra£tice is enough to (hew the Abfurr 
dity of it ; and I fhali only give a Caution to 
fuch as are lately recovered from thefe Kind 
of Fevers, to be a little careful how they make 
Ufe of them too ibon, in too great ^ Quantity, 
or too ftrong \ for by their late Diforder, per- 
haps, their Gonftitution being cleared of its 
former Incumbrance, the Appetite may be de- 
iirous of more Food, than the Weaknefs of its 
digeftive Faculties is able to ailimulate with its 
Conftitution ; which if it does, one of thefe 
two Things muft follow, either the Redun- 
dancy muft be thrown off by Vomit or Stool 
or elfe it muft clog up the Veffels, and lay a 
Foundation for a freih Diforder of the fame 
Kind with that it has but fo lately got rid of. 
This is not bare Theory, but what every Man 
of Experience muft have often feen. 

Having defcribed the inflammatory and the 
gangrenous fore Throats, with their Diagnof- 
ticks and Methods of Cure, I come to the 
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putrid^ or that attending putrid Fevers^ which 
I have c^ten feen confounded with the 
gangrenous. 

ThiS) though a Dilbrder^ aficding the fame 
Farts, as the former, and often miftaken for 
that s yet, by properly attending to the Symp- 
toms of both, it will not be fo difficult to 
diftinguiifh them as fome may imagine, atid 
when diftinguifhed, this will be found to re- 
quire a different Treatment from the other. . 

For, as in the gangrenous^ the Effect on the 
Throat feems to be the original Caufe of all 
the dreadful Symptoms which follow, fo this 
fore Throat, which ofteptimes attends ; putrid 
Fevers, is not an origipal Difordpr, bttt a 
Symptom, which owes its Caufe to the pfj^tref- 
cent State of the JuicejS; perhaps, ia th^ firft 
Place, brought on by the State of the AiCi as 
is the Caife in all epidemical Diforders) thiii 
.generally being one of that . Kind j which, 
from the beit Obfervations I have bceis^ablp 
to make^ isnot infod^lousbri contagious,! tha^ 
it will often run through Houfes, »ay evon 
Towns ; as all other epidemical Difoiders 

will: As, for Inftance, J 'have often obfetved

the Ague itfelf (when epidemical) . to run 
through Houies or To^wns, ftjod fof&etimes 

even 
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«ven tiirougb tha Kingdom ;. and yet I da 
not remember that any Phyficiaa thought it 
infedtipus or contitgiQus: But tben^ both la 
thk aod th^t^ fucb Pei-fons who go backwards 
and forwards to vifit the Sick> are infoffaed 
indiBtreatly with thofe who never go near 

The contrary is obfervcd ia the gangremtu 
{qt^ ThrQ»t; maoy Phyficiwie having takea 
Notice tha^ i( is often propagated by Coiita^ 
from one Perfon to pother. 

The g^mgrenous is a very rare and uncom^ 
men DifisMrder^ whereas the putrid one^ or that 
which attends pj^tfid Feyera^ is very compioa ^ 
indeed nK)ft of the epideiaaieal Fevera, which 
general rage about Aujtuinn> aod the Beginning 
of Winter, partake of the putrid Kind; and 
if obferved with Care, will be pfteix found 

* Fr6m a Nqmber of Ob&rvationi, I have foand> that not* 
whHftaadtng al! epidearicai Difbrders are agreed to be occaA» 
•ned and propagated by the Air ; yet, I have often remarked 
it». that when any of thefe Diforders afRid an H^uie or Town« 
tlat thofe whofe Bufineft caMi them to be a great Part ot their 
Tifi^ IB tl»t open Air, more often qfc^pe it than tho6 confined 
to thcHoufe*^ or fuch as take more than ordinary Cart of them*> 
felves withlii Door^. 

This in^eod (ejoma to be» in ibme Meaiixre» aocoimtad fop 
from fomt of the following Obfervations^ that moil epidemi- 
cal Difbrders ftredf the futrid Kind^ and moft often attack fuch 
ftft, m of a iUbby or; tente CoBflltmion.

. Thefe epidemical putrid Fevers, (as has 
already been obfervcd) for the mcft part be- 
gin among the lower Sort of People, whofe 
Diet is poor j though after they have raged 
fome Time thofe that live more freely are 
afflifted likewife. 

In the gangrenous fore Throat, the Uvula, 
Tonfils, &c. are affeSied from the very Seizure ; 
on the contrary, thofe of the putrid Kind 
do not make their Appearance, fometimes 
for many Days after the lirft Attack of the 
Fever, and never ^ or very rarely at Jirjl. 

The gangrenous often carries them off in 
two or three Days 5 and feldom delays the 
Time longer than Nine or Ten, 

A putrid Fever, attended with a putrid fore 
Throat, will fometimes continue more than a 
Month, from the firft Seizure, and carry off 
the Perfon at laft. 

From what has been obferved, I think, it 
will not be difficult to diftinguifh the putrid 
fore Throat from the gangrenous ; but as in 
the Beginning it will be more difficult to dif- 
tinguifh a putrid Fever, from an infiamma" 
tory one, and of Confequence the putrid fore 

Throat 
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Throat from the inflammatory ; I (hall defcfibe 
the Symptoms attending a putrid Fever, in as 
clear a Manner as I am capable of doing ; be- 
ing well fatisfied of the fatal Confequence 
likely to follow by miftaking One for the 
Other, as the Treatment neceffary to One, is as 
different from what the Other requires, as Heat 
is from Cold. 

As I have already made Obfcrvations on the 
inflammatory, I (hall confine myfelf to the 
putrid I after defcribing its Symptoms, I fhall 
point out what feems, from Experience, to be 
the befl Method of Cure 5 after which to 
confirm, explain, and make clear, what I 
have faid, I fhall give fome Hiflories of it, 
and fhall take all pofEble Care to feleft the 
mofl particular or appoflte^ (o as to illuflrate 
what I have before obfcrved. 

Putrid Fevers (as has been before taken 
Notice of) mofl commonly take their Rife 
about Autumn or the Beginning of Winter, 
efpecially after a hot dry Summer ; and lafl till 
^fter the Winter Solflice, though fometimes 
they attadc at all Seafons of the Year ; it ge- 
nerally goes harder with thofe of a tender 
or weak Conflitution 5 who likewife are more 
generally a£fc<fted than others. 

C 2 'VCS!^ 
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The Perfon when firft ieized, often mopes 
about ibc firft two or three Dajr« with littleCom* 
plaints, perhaps little Chills, which ^re often 
fucceeded by alternate Heats, LifttefihefSi Pain 
in the Head, Back, and Limbs, Sleepinefs, 
Stupidity, Anxiety, Reftlcflhefs, Sicknefs, Vo- 
miting, Purging, Dejed:ion of Spirits } fom e 
of thefe Symptoms begin the Attack; and 
though thefe are alfo Symptoms which are 
generally Attendants at the Beginning of an 
inflammatory Fever, yet there is commonly 
this Difference, that in the inflammatory Cafe 
they come on moflly at once^ and with great 
Violence*, whereas, in the putrid one, they in^* 
creafe by Jlow Degrees^ unlefs the Diforder i$ 
uncommonly feverc, 

la the Beginning of a putrid Fever the 
Urine is of a natural Colour j and if left to 
ftand twelve Hours, depoikes a mealy or 
woolly Sediment, fometimes quite pale an4 
clear, at other Times, though not often, of fo 
dark a Colour as if Blood was mixed with it ^ 
but then it generally lets fall a Sediment after 
flanding. 

Whenever I am called in at the Beginning 
of a Fever, if I find a Sediment in the Urine, 
I obferve it to be of a bad Kind^ and generally 

of 
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of long flanding, more j^arfkalai'ly if it is of 
a natural Colour.^ 

As in An inflammatory Cafe, wd do not 
find the Crifis to take Place 'till the Urine 
begins ' to be cloudy, and to depofit a Sedi- 
ment : fo, in the putrid ont^ there is feldoiA 
or 4Vet an Alteration for the better, till the 
Urine becomes clear i and if it bad been pialp, 
of an higher Colour. 

The Blood, if drawn away, at this Time, 
is of a loofe Texture, though ibmetimes never 
ftparating any Serum. 

The Pulfe, at the Beginnings differing but 
little from that of a Perfon in Health, thoogb 
for the moft Part quick and fmall. 

The Tongue generally fored a greftt deal, 
often black and dry ; very often, after the Fe*- 
ver has continued fome Days, this Fur comes 
l>ff in a Slough, and leaves the Tdngue quite 
red, in Appearance, jufl as if the Skin bad 
been pulled off, but foon gets again dry and

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and rough, and upon putting your Finger on 
it feels like a Grater ; the Breath full and hot. 

After fome Days continuance of the Fever, 
they often complain of a Diforder in their 
Throat, as a Heat and burning, with fome 
Difficulty of fwallowing, but this laft Symp- 
tom is not near fo troublefome and violent, as 
what we often meet with in an inflamma- 
tory Cafe. - ... 

On examining the Mouth iand Throat, wc 
often find the Uvulay Tonjils^ &c. covered V^ith 
ciniritious or white Efchars, having the fame 
Appearance with thofe of any flefhy Part that 
has been lately burnt ; at other Times covered 
over with white Spots, or Aptka. 

Now, by attending clofely to the foregoing 
Dbfervations, a putrid Fever may be diflin-* 
guifhed from an inflammatory, and Experi*^ 
ence has (hewed that the Treament muft be 
diflferent from that of either the gangrenous or 
the inflammatory. 
j^. For, as has been already obferved, the //z* 
flammatory vciVi^ be treated with Evacuations 
of all Sorts, with emollient, cooling, and di* 
luting Medicines, 

The gangrenous^ with the ftrongeft outward 

Applications : 
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Applications : inwardly with Cordials, Aleiw 
pbarmacs, and the Bark. 

The putrid^ together with the Fever at- 
tending it, muil be treated with Cordial and 
Alexipharmac Medicines, joined with Anti* 
monials. The Mouth and Throat to be wafhed 
often with warm and difcutient Gargles, fuch 
as a DecoAion of Contrayervay with ^inSf. 
Myrrb^ &€. , fo . as to clean it of its Sordes^ 
and prevent any Part of them from getting 
into the Stomach and Gullet s but then it 
ihould not be thrown in with fo great a Force 
as that of a Syringe. 

Here I muft obferve the great Ufe of Anti- 
monials in this Sort of Fever, which feems to 
be a Specifick in it.* 

The Preparations of Antimony from which 
I have obferved the greateft Benefits to arife, 
have been HuxhanCs EJfence or TUnSlure thereof, 
un wafhed Diaphoretick Antimony (for after it 
is wafhed, it is nothing but a mere Calx) 
Dr.c James' ^ Powder ^ but the mofl efficacious 
of all is that valuable Preparation of it. The

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After I had read this Account of Dr. Toung's^ 
together vnth Dr. Pringle's, and the Accounts 
of four other Phyficians and Surgeons, who all 
agreed that the Fitr. Antim. cerat. had been 
given by them with great Succefs ; all of 
whom being Men of Cbarader, I did not in 
the leaft doubt their Veracity, but yet from 
the Opinion I always entertained of Stibium^ 
I could not help acting with Caution in admi- 
niftering it ; but after repeated Trials I found 
the Efficacy of it not only to be equal to the 
Account there given of it, but alfo that it was 
as efficacious in the Diarrbaa which attends 
putrid Fevers.

I alwiys began with two Grains^ joined 
i^rith Cordial and Alexipharmac Medicinefeji 
evfery fijt Hour J j and increaicd the Dofc fo 
inu<:h as fometimes to give ten or twelve Grain^^^ 
but nQt fo much as to occafion vomiting ; 
though if it did, the Patient ajwayft feemcd 
^ r relieved by it. My Rule of giving it always 
\Va4 to b^gin With two Grains, iftd to increafe 
the Dofe fo far as to make the Patient iick ^ 
but, whenever I found it occafibrt him to 
vomit, I never increafed the Uofe any farther. 

I have for fome Years paft attended grfe'at 
Numbers in putrid Fevers, moil of v/hom 
have had a Diarrheea, SicknefSy ficc. during 
which Time I have never obferved anyone 
Medicine, when the Difdrder hns b^en "violent^ 
to give much Relief, where this has not been* 
joined with it. 

Where 
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Wh^e the Q%£^ wa^ bad> th^ Putrefcenc^ 

of the Juices overcoming every qtJjier Mtdir 
cine ; the^ poo^ Pa|i£i^ tyi%f tf Our w49 O^tlt- 
iDg iiway by the Pi^rjixa, &c.' whereas, oa 
the cdntrary^ the fpe^ifick^ Virtues of this Me-' 
dicine, feenied often, to curb it^r atm<^ aa apn 
parcritly, as.the B^fW d^S an ^gue i therefore, 
from the great Relief. I have ofteA ^ierved^ 
in thofe putrid Cafes, frotn \hW Medklne ; I 
have Rcafon to hope riiatiy Lives will be fotved, 
when it comes to be in t;he general Ufe it 
delcrves. / . 

From repeated El^peri^ocei in a great Num-^ 
ber ot Cafcs^ I am. conviriced that the Bark 
cannot be given With Safety till the Virulence 
of the Fever is over ; for, before that Time, it 
not only incrcafcs the Diarrhaea, and Fever too> 
but alio brings on Tv*^itchings of, the Tcn- 
ddlsy ConvolfioftSj Stupidity^ dec, and alwayi 
in thefcf Cafes, the F^v^r ii^treafes, in Piaportion 
as the loofe Stools increafe. 

From hence, I do not meart to excliidift 

• Bark Medicines entirely from this Difordcf; 

but c^ly to fhew, that they are not of fucl^ 

general Ufe in this Fever as fome may ima-p 

gine ; and alfo to (hew that, if they are adftuni^ 

flered

ftcrcd before the Putrefcence is over, tbcy 
will do harm.* 

Neither will aftringent Medicines be of any 
Ufe in this Diforder j for I have often obfer«» 
ved that the Number of Stools is generally in* 
creafed by them. 

It may alfo be obferved that, let the Stools 
be ever fo frequent and watery, there are gene- 
rally fome hard Globules among them. 

To illuftrate what I have faid, I (hall add 
fome Hiftories of the different Complaints 
attending this Diforder, with the Medicines 
from which they received Relief. 

A young Man, about nineteen Years of Age, 
of a weak Conftitution, found himfelf not 
very well, having a great Liftleffnefs, Uneafi- 
nefs. Pain in his Head, with a Sicknefs at his 
Stomach, &c. on the fecond Day he was let 
Blood ; on the third, he took a Purge ; on the 
fourth I faw him for the firft Time : He told me 
his Complaints were much the fame as when 
he was firil taken ill, but greatly increafed ; 
that the Purge he had taken the Day before

become i€ttled» I have often obfer\'ed great Benefit from Bark 
Medicines. 

All! 
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ftill continued to operate: This Evening he 
took a Vomit of Ipecacuanha^ which worked 
him very well j at Night, after the Vomit had 
done working, he took a Bolus with Rhubarb 
and Dtofcordium : On the fifth Day, he Teemed 
fomcwhat relieved, though his Fever and Di- 
arrhoea ftili continued ; his Pulie was fmall 
and quick ; the Pains in his Head, Back, &c. 
rather increafed ; his. Tongue very foul 
and dry: He began to take the following 
Draught every fix Hours,

This Medicine he^ continued with feeming Ad- 
vantage, (though his Diarrhsea and Fever 
wcpc never flopped) 'till the 13 th Day of his 
Diforder ; when I found his Pulfe very quick 
and fmall, that he had complained of frequent 
Chills, which were fucceeded by Fever Fits, 
that went ofF with violent and profufe Sweats ; 
he alfo complained of an Uneafinefs and Burn- 
ing in his Throaty with fome Difficulty in 
fwallowing. 

On examining his Mouth and Throat, I 
found the T'onjils^ Uvula^ and Vdum P alattnum 
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covered Dwar, with one coptiauedi wfeifie Bfck^r^ 
much/refembiing any Adhy Part thu haid been 
lately burnt/ ' . * 

Now t^ Cafe appeainui plaioly to be a pui- 
trid Fever attended with a .veiy.had piitrid 
fone Throat; ^ereiftpre bdog well ikisfied 
with Regard to his Diforder, and .confiderixig 
how great the Efficacy of the Bark^ is thought 
to be in putrid ibr^ Throats, I gave him fome 
Prauglits every four Hours, compofed of the 
ExtraSi of Barky Sn^ke Rooty Venice Treacle^ 
&c. This Method he continued two Days, 
via. from the thirteenth to the 15th Day of 
his Dlfordefj his Stool^s were now increafed, 
together with his Fever ; Stupidity and great 
Wcaknefs: However afi his Cafe was dii^eratc^ 
and as the .fi^ri is recommended to be a Specie 
fick in a putrid fore Thf oat, I was determined 
to give it a full and a fair Trial, therefore oa 
this Day I added to the Draughts fqme of the 
Pulv. e Boh ComfK hoping thereby to make 
the Bark flay in his Bowels^ and prevent his 
Purging ; the next Day, being the fixtcenth, 
I fpund his Diarrhasa rather increafed than 
leflened, and he feemed every Hour worfc and 
worfe, and not far from Death.

'This made. him. a little iick. and he vo- 
mited: pnce ^OF twice this Day ^}ie always

abated, his Fever Icfs,. and his Senfes clearer. 
From thefe favourable Appearances. I conti* 
nued ■; them . till the twenty-fecond Day of 
bis Diforder ; ^by which Time his Stools were 
become regular, the Efcbar which covered the 
greater Part of his Tpnfils^JJvulay &c. floughed 
off ; the Parts under it looked florid and well. 
He continued this Medicine fome Days longer^ 
thoujgh not fo often j he now began to recover^ 
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daily, though btit flowly ; being brought dciwn 
fo very weak and low that it was a Week 
longer before he could fit up in his Bedy the 
only Nourifhmerit he could yet take was warm 
Milk juft taken from the Cow, wliich ht faid 
be hnged for^ and which agreed very wdl with 
feim : . It wa6 difHtult for hki^ to fwallow thi$; 
or any Thing elfe for fome Time, occafifarned 
by a lofs of Subftance of the Parts, (the 
EfcharSy or mortified Parts; being throWnr- off 
in Sloughs). It was a Fbirtnrght longer before

he <:ould take- any flronger Pood ; and, though 
he was young, it was more than three Months 
before he recovered his fcJrnier State of HiaHth.

I have already obferved' that! this Was thcf 
Hrfl: PerfoOj in a putrid FbVcrj: to ^hom I 
gave the Vitr. Ahtim. cemf. though I had rearf 
what had bfeen publiilied in ' the EdiniutgB 
Medical E^ys fome Yeaf i before $ Imt it 
being, as I thoilght^ a very ftrong^Mediciilfc, 
dnd not meeting with a Cafe of fbch Natur<r 
as to require fo powerful a otic, I had not be- 
fore tried it. But after this, as the fame Kind 
of putrid Fever raged much among the Poof, 
in and about this Place, I continued to give i^ ; 
which, on many and repeated Trials, anfwcfrcd 
not only in the putrid epidemical Fever which 
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then raged, but alfo in cvcrV pulrkl Fever I 
have been concerned with evct fincie.* 
r It fectned to give the moft apparent Relief 
to thofe who had ^ Diarrhai Attending their 
Fever, which is one of the woril and moft 
tTQublefome Kind, though I experienced it td 
be a powerful Medicine in thofe putrid Fevers^' 
which were not attended with a Diarrbaa. 

From this Cafe may be obferved the bad 
Eife^s which were occafioned by giving the 
Barky before the Putrefcence of the Juices in 
this Fever was fufficiently carried off ; though

Sacr.evhry fix Homrsj 
from which (he received great Relief, the , 
Pains in her Head and Back, and lier Diarrbaa 
being greatly abated ; and fhc continued get- 
ting better dally, till the thirteenth Day of her 
Diforder, when (he got up, her Fever being 
near, gone, her Bowels fettled, and her Stools 
regular; (he alfo got up again on the four- 
teenth Day about Twelve o'Clock : But, foon 
after fhe was up^ flie complained of great 
Faintnefs with frequent Chills, which were 
fuccceded by an univerfal Sweat, with a Heat 
and Burning in her Throat j it was alfo trou- 
blefome to fwallow ; they got her to Bed as 
foon as they could; I was immediately fent 
for ; when I came, I found her Pulfe quick, 
low, and fluttering ; on examining her Moutli 
and Throat, I found the Tonfils looked ■ pale' 
and of a cineritious Colour, Tome Part of them^ 
feemed already covered with an EJchar. 

A*s I fuppofed that the greateft Part of the- 
putrid Matter had already been carried ofl!^ from 
her Stomach and Inteftines by the repeated- 
Draughts, with Vttr. Antim. ccrat. which fhe-

In thefe 
Cafet the Bark was found not only to difagree, 
but alio to bring on the vyoi ft of Symptoms^ 
it May therefore be hooped that it will not be 
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given, but with the grcatcft Caution, . till the 
Putrefcence is- fubducd. • 

A young Gentleman of about twelve Years 
old, complained, of Liftleflhffs, Pains in hi? 
Head and Back. It being the latter End ojf 
the Year, it was thought that this might pro^ 
ceed froma foul Stomach, occafioned by eat- 
ing too plentifully of Fruit ; therefore on. thi 
fecond Day . pf his complaining, he took ^ 
Purge which worked him very well ; on the 
third Day his bad Symptpms were increafcd, 

with a quicl^ Pulfe and . dry. Skin ; on -this h^ 
took fomcr faline Draughts with Rhubarb,; 
thefe Draughts h^ alfd continued to take .on 
the fourth-; . on the fifth he; had a Vriojent 
Purging ; the . Pains in his Head and , Back; 
were very great ; .he wa$ very Sick ; his Urine 
was of a natural Cqlour, but rather paler .thao 
common, with^a farinaceous Sediment; hi$

than before, and quicker than a Perfbn in 
Health. 

Now, on finding her putrid .Fever gone^ 
and what Fever Was left to be of the infiam-*. 
matory Kind, and that fhe had no Stool for 
the lafl two Days, her Medicines were quite 
altered ; (he now began to take faline Draughts 
with Infuf. Sen ; on the twenty-fecond Day; 
fhe had four loofe Stools from her faline 
opening Draughts, which ihe bore very well ; 
her Urine flill continued high-coloured, with a 
Cloud fufpended in it, as before; fhe was^ 
more thirfly 5 . her Pulfe quicker than the 
Day before ; was in . great Pain under her 
right Ear, which was now niore, fwelled and 
inflamed, which Swelling begap to get hard % 
the Pain under her left Ear was noW trifling, 
and the Inflammation near gone On thc; 
twenty^third Day^ her chief Cofhplaiats--wcreT 
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were the Pain and Inflammation under her 
right Ear ; the Hardnefs daily increafing j 
flic got up this Day J the Swelling under her 
right Ear had fpread itfelf near over the Cheek 
on that Side : it hs^d now an emollient Poul- 
tice applied to it, which was changed every 
twelve Hours. As the only Complaint flie 
iiow had was this. Inflammation and Swelling 
under her Ear, (which appeared to be a critical 
one) (he left off all Medicines, though (he had 
ftill fome Thirft, and fuch a Fever as might be 
imagined to proceed from this Inflammation 
only ; her Stools were very regular ; (he was 
ftill very weak. On the twenty- fourth Day, 
flie was much the fame 5 the Swelling and In- 
flammation continually increafing, which now 
afFedled the Infide of her Throat on that Side j 
fo that flie could not fwallow but with DifB- 
culty. On the twenty-fifth Day, the Swelling 
and Inflammation on the Infide of her Throat, 
and under her Ear, began to abate ; her Pulfe 
became regular j her Thirft was gone ; her 
Urine of a proper Colour, with a good 

Sediment. 
, Thus flie continued to get daily better, 

though always :undcr4>i^c fain till the t^irty- 
firft Day of her lUnefs. tYvfct^ vi^% ^^^^n \«^^, 
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ceived a Fluduation under her right Ear i 
which was opened, when it difcharged about 

two large Spoonfuls of a well canco<Sed 
Matter, which continued to difcharge about 
another Week, though every Day lefs and lefs. 
She continued to recover her Appetite and 
Strength daily, till (he arrived, to as good a 
State of Health as fhe enjoyed before her 
lllnefs. * 

* From the NeceiHty there was of altering the Medicines 

in this Cafe, as well as a great many others ; the Mifchievoaf- 

nefs and Abfurdity of the too general Credulity in NoftrumSf 
may be obferved : For, from uiefe Examples, it maft appear 

that, if they are of any Efficacy, the Death of many PeHbns 
mud be occaiioned by them. 

Obfervatlons of this Kind will fhew why two Phyficians may 
treat the fame Diforder, at different Times, with different and 
even oppofite Medicines ; and will alio fhew us that they might 
have both adied upon the fame Principle ; and that both^ at 
different Stages of the Diforder, ufed the moft proper Methods 
to affiff their Patient. To illuftrate this, and place it in the 
cleareff Light I can, I ihall fuppofe, for Inffance, that theie tw« 
were concerned with the fame Patient in the Small Pox ; as this 
is a Diforder that cannot be miffaken. 

Now, on the firff Seizure, one of the Phyficians is called in ; 
he finds his Patient under great Pains, Sickneis, &c. and all the 
other Symptoms of an inflammatory Fever ; he dfo knows, 
both from his own Experience and that of others, that if the 
Small Pox fncceeds whc^ the Perfon is before inflamed, either' 
by catching of Cold, Drinking, or by being over-heated from 
£xercife, or by any Thing elfe ; He has it to a miich more 
violent Degree, than, ih all Probability he would have had it, 
had not this been the Cafe. 

' He alio obferves that, where Nature is left to herfelf, and 
does her own Offices without the Affiftanc^ of Art, there it 
always ibllows that the more gentk the Fever and the Jonier the 

Time 
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From what has been obfervcd I think we 
may collc<5t the following Aphorifms, 

Time from the Seizure to the coming out of the Puflules of the 
Small Pox, fo much the more favourable they are, unlefs the 
Attack is of fuch a violent Nature, as to bring on the immediate 
Ptttrefcence of the Joices, and then perhaps the Patient will 
ibmetimes die without the Appearance of any Pudules at all» 
which is a Cafe I have feen moro than once. 

It may alfi) be obferved, that if the Small Pox appear witUn 
the firft twenty-four Hours of the firft Atuck ? Death always 
enfues ; if in thirty-fix ? moft fommonly fo ; if in forty-eight ? 
great Danger ; if on the third Day ? they mofUy do well; if on 
the fourth ? it is feldom but what they are of the mod favour- 
able Kind. 

The above Obfervations make it appear that the beft and fa- 
feft Method to relieve his Patient, and leflen his Diibrder fo far 
as that Nature may be able to throw off her prefent Bnrdent 
will be to treat it as other inflammatory Diforders, by gentle 
Evacuations, cooling and diluting Medicines. 

Now we will fuppofe the Patient is gone through this Stage 
of his Diibrder, and a fecond Phyfician is called in towards the 
Crifis : Notwithftanding the judicious Treatment of the for- 
mer Phyfician, he finds the Patient finking under the Weight 
of his Diibrder, with great Stupidity or Infenfibility ; the Mat- 
ter (which, if Things had gone on well, would have filled up 
the Pufiules) to be fmall in Quantity, and infiead of being of 
a good Colour and Confiftence, to be a thin, watery, and al* 
mod putrid Liquid ; the Swellings fu&fiding apace, with other 
Complaints of this Kind : Hence he finds that Nature is new 
to be afiifled with Cordials and Alexipharmacs, to keep up the 
now almoit expiring internal Expanjion, and by that Means 
give her Power to throw oiF that /«/r/V Firus, which, without 
this AiTiftance, will every Hour get farther Advantage till it 
overpowers and deflroys the Patient. 

Though both thefc Phyficians treated their Patient in the beft 
Manner poffible, and, perhaps, beth Methods, in their Turn, 
were the Means of preferving his Life ; yet how eafy is it for 
the ignorant or malevolent to throw out R«fle£lions, and to fay 
that, as one treated the Small Pox with cooling Medicint%^ ixA. 
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I. That where a Patient, being of a fanguinc 
Habit of Body, is fciatd with the Symptoms 
of an inflammatory Fever, with great Pain 
and Difficulty of fwallowing, continually in- 
creafing, even fometimes to threaten Suffoca- 
tion; the Tonfils^ Uvula, &c. appearing red, 
tenfe^ and fmootby the furrounding Parts being 
alfo inflamed, the Pulfe flrong, the Spirits 
high, the Urine high coloured, and crude ; there 
can be no great Danger in declaring it to be 
of the inflammatory Kind, and that it mufl: be 
treated as fuch, by Evacuations of all Sorts, 
with opening, cooling, and diluting Medicines. 

II. That where the Patient is attacked with 
a great Swelling or puffing up of the Tonjils, 
Uvula^ &c. that this Swelling, on its firft Ap- 
pearance is lax and uneven, with a StifFnefs 

the other loith hot, one muft be in the wrong ; becaoie they 
were both concerned with the fame Patient, in the fame Cafe, 
and in the Small Pox, and of Cohfequence in the fame Difbrden 
Now, as I have related this Cafe, I fhall leave every one to 
make their own Remarks thereon, and fhall only obferve, that 
thefe Cafes muft make it appear to every Man of common Senfe* 
who has any Value for his Life or Health, that he fhodld not 
neglect getting the conftant AJJtftance (when neceflary) of fbme 
of the befl and moft able Praflitloners in Phyfick ; and not to 
trufl it to Noflrums^ or to the DireQion of fome fuperficial 
Dablers in Medicine, who have little more to recommend them 
than a good Affurance, with a few Receipts they think adapted 
for every Diforder. 

and 
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and* emphyfcmatQus Swelling of the Neck, 
together with an Efflprefcfencc oft the Shoul- 
ders, extending down the Arms j when in 
a little Time, this Swelling of the ^onfils^iac 
fubfides, and alters ^o a white, cineritious, or 
afh Colour, with a quick fmall Pulfe, Dejec- 
tion of Spirits ^and Anxiety; this fore Throat 
may be declared to be of the gangrenous Kind, 
and requires warm aromatick Fomentations, 
Vapors, and Cataplafms 5 inwardly Bark, cor- 
dial and alexipharmac Medicines ; abflaining 
from all Evacuations, even from Blifters. 

III. That when the Patient has laboured 
under a putrid Fever, for fome Days, with a 
imall and quick Pulfe ; his Urine loaded with 
a great Sediment, and generally of a natural 
Colour ; complains of a fore Throat 5 though 
feldom with very great Difficulty in fwallowing : 
On Infpcdlion, we find the Tonjihy tfvula^ &c. 
covered vvith white, cineritious, or afli-coloured 
Sloughs, Aptha^ or white Blifters 5 which laft 
often afFefl: not only the Parts of the Throat, 
but alfo the whole Mouth 5 we may then de- 
clare this to be a putrid fore Throat ; that 
we muft abftain from Evacuations of all Sorts, 
and likewife from all Preparations of the Bark^ 
till the Putrefcence of the Juices is abated^ after 
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which it is often found to be of great U& in 
recovering the Patient j that the Medicines to 
be given muft be Alexipharmacs and Cordials, 
together with Antimonials^ which fcem to be 
Specificks in this Diforder.
